dealer, he has under the term s of the 
said lease no interest that is 
tra n s­ 
ferable under the liquor laws of this 
Commonwealth.”

Japanese Expect Prompt Answer to 
Protest Now That California Meas­ 


ure Will Boon Become a Law. 


Washington, May 17.—The reply of 
tbs United States to the Japanese pro­ 
test against the California alien land 
bill was considered at a long seas.on 
of th# cabinet. 
The note, which was drawn by Jo h n 
Bassett Moore, received the approval 
of the president and his advisers and 
Is ready for transmission to Ambassa­ 
dor Chindi. 
There was an intimation that the 
president will wait until 
Governor 
Johnson actually has signed the alleu 
land bill before sending his answer to 
Ambassador Chimla. 
It is known that the Japanese gov 
ernment experts the president to re 
ply promptly to Its protest now that 
Governor Johnson has said he intends 
to sign the bill. At the same time the 
Japanese ambassador bas endeavored 
twice to learn from the state depart 
meat when tne governor intends to 
make the bill in his hands a law. It 
is assumed that the Japanese expec; 
to adopt their program in the pro 
feedings to the time of the signing of 
the allen land bill. 
It is generally understood that the 
chief contention of the answer to the 
Japanese protest is 
that there is no 
violation of the treaty of IHI I involved 
In the California land bill. The Japa 
ness government undoubtedly will he 
reminded that the federal government 
of the United States has no control 
jiver legislation enacted by states ex 
cept as such legislation is in violation 
of the provisions of legislation or a 
treaty between the United States and 
another government. 
The president 
does not consider that the California 
bill comes under these two exceptions. 
The Japanese government has not 
raised the question of eligibility of ber 
subjects to citizenship nor to ask for 
a reasou of the controversy, so the 
reply will not take up either of these 
two matters It Is expected, however, 
that the Japanese will he Invited to 
take their cause Into the courts lf they 
feel that the Interests of their sub 
jecis are likely to suffer from the 
workings of the pending California 
law sad that Japanese in that state 
are likely to be deprived of what are 
regarded as their rights. 
It Is not believed by any one that 
the Japanese will consent to take their 
caisse before a federal court. 
Dis 
patches from Tokio bearing on th© 
piesent situation sustain this vb-w 
The Japanese are represented as of 
one mind that the government of the 
United States must give Japan what it 
demand* in this issue or accept re 
sponsibliity for an affront to the gov­ 
ernment and people of the empire 
That the present situation between 
Japan and the United States is in the 
natuer of a crisis in the relations be 
tween the two governments was a1 
milted freely in cabinet circles.

Superintendent of Matteawan Declares 
He Was Also Offered $10,000 a Year 


lf He Lost His Position. 


New York, May 17.—Dr. John W 
Russell, former superintendent of tne 
Matteawan Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane, testified in the supreme court 
and related conversations he hail wi.b 
John N. Anliut, a lawyer on trial char* 
ed with having attempted to bribe the 
doctor to secure the release from Hie 
institution of Harry K. Thaw.

The doctor described a meeting with I

< barge Thaw.’ 
I replied that I could, 
but would not, as it would be as much 
as my position and honor t a i worth. 
That was all I said and the subject | 
was dropped.” 
Dr. Russell's testimony was similar 
to that he gave at Albany when a com­ 
mission appointed by Governor Bulger 
was investigating the Thaw matter. 
Hoffman testlged that early In No 
vember last Thaw gave him $5000 In 
cash and a handful of stock certifi­ 
cates to Ik* given to Anhut.
